“People in Algace have suffered much from
German military oppression, but all hope thit
the day will goon come when they will be de-
livered by thelr Allird brothers. Our cousin,
Morris Harman, was captured by the Ger-
mans, and although they execute all Alsa-
tlans they capture in Freneh uniform, he
was accldentally overlooksd and later ln-
terned In Switzerland. 1

“In Switzerland living s horribly dear,
and if America did not send corn and other
food the people hire would starve. At pres-
ent a dangerous epldemlie has spread, but up
until now we have been spared. Many men
between the ages of twenly and forty die,
There are many complaints that the Gov-
ernment doem not take measures necessary
to check such an epldemic”
